China  '     '  '  ~* "  

Imports  of  wheat  into  China  during  1937-33  will  probably  "be 
limited"  to  minimum  quantities  "heeded  during  "the' latter' p^.r't'  Of  the  sea-" 
son  to  tide  over  until  new  domestic  wheat  is  available  or  to  small  amounts 
needed  for  mixing  purposes,  it  is  reported  by  the  Shanghai .  of f ice  of  the 
Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics.    Present  hostilities  make  forecasts 
difficult  this  season.    Under  normal  conditions  total  wheat  imports 
probably  would  not.  .exceed  3., 000,  000  bushels,  but.  it  is  possible  that  no 
importation  will  be  permitted.     In  1336-37,  only  1,767,000  bushels  were 
imported,  while  the  average  for  .1931-32  to  1935-36  amounted  to  26,838,000 
bushels.    Prospects  for  flour  imports  are  similar,  the  estimate  for  the 
new  season  amounting-  to  476,000  barrels  as  against  280,000  barrels  in  1936-3? 
and  the  average  for  1931-32  to  1935-36  of  1,393-, 000  barrels.    At- Shanghai, 
the  principal  flour-milling  center,  mills  have  been  operating  at  greatly 
reduced  capacity- as  a  result • of  the  North  China  flour  markets  being  cut 
off. 

The  1937  nfo oat •  crop  in  China  is  estimated  at  640,000,000  bush- 
els as  compared  with  791,000,000  bushels  harvested- in  1936- and. an  average 
of  780,000,000  bushels  produced  during  1931-1935.     Weather  conditions  were 
rather  unfavorable  during  the  growing  season,  especially  in.  North  China. 
The  quality  of  the  new  wheat  is  thought  to  be  somewhat  better  than  that 
of  the  1936  crop..    The  .moisture  content  of  early  marketings  has  in  general 
been  substantially  lower  than  that  of  early  arrivals  of  1936  wheat. 

Prices  of  domestic  wheat  during  the  early  part  of  the  new  season 
were  above  those  of  the  corresponding  period  of  1936-37  until  military 
activities  disrupted  business,  but  the  increase  was  not  so  great  as  the 
advance  in  world  prices.     The  increase,  however,   resulted  in  measures 
undertaken  by  the  Government  to  control  domestic  wheat  and  flour  prices. 
Exchange  operations  were  regulated  to  curb  speculation,  and  maximum  or 
minimum  futures  prices  were  fixed  for  the  exchanges.    As  a  further  means 
for  controlling  prices,,,  exports  of  domestic  whea^t  were  prohibited  from 
July  1937  until  June  1938'.  '  Flour  'exports  'were  not  forbidden. 

Manchuria 

The  1937  wheat  crop  of  Manchuria  is*  estimated  by  the  Shanghai  office 
at  around  40,000,000  bushels  as  against  35,235,000  bushels  in  1936  and  a 
5-year  average,  1931-1935,  or  33,473,000  bushels.     Flour  imports  will  no 
doubt  continue  the  decline  noted  in  recent  years.    Expansion  in  milling 
facilities  has  been  sufficient  to  supply  more  nearly  the  entire  flour

demand  for  domestic  consumption  when  wheat  supplies  are  ample,  as  they  are 
expected  to  be  in  1937-38  if  the  good  1937  crop  prospects  materialize. 
Flour  imports  amounted  to  about  1,565,000  barrels  in  1936-37,  but  they 
are  not  expected  to  exceed  1,000,000  barrels  this  season.     Exports  of 
wheat  also  are  expected  to  decline  and  may  not  total  over  400,000  bushels. 

Japan 

With  the  1937  wheat  crop  of  Japan  placed  at  about  49,600,000  bush- 
els, imports  of  foreign .  wheat  during  1937-38  do  not  appear  likely  inasmuch 
as  under  normal  conditions  this  supply  is  sufficient  for  domestic  needs. 
In  1936-37,  following  the  small  crop  of  45,192,000  bushels  produced  in 
1936,  imports  of  wheat  totaled  only  about  7,800,000  bushels  as  compared 
with  an  average  during  1931-32  to  1935-36  of  nearly  20,000,000  bushels. 
The  decline  last  season  was  largely  the  result  of  decreased  exports  of 
flour  to  Manchuria.     There  was  a  fairly  large  carry-over  of  wheat  from 
the  1936  crop,  and  domestic  consumption  of  flour  was  also  somewhat  re- 
duced, because  of  the  large  crop  of  rice  and  the  high  level  of  flour 
prices  during  the  year. 

Imports  of  wheat  have  fallen  off  rapidly  since  1932,  when  the 
Government  began  a  definite  campaign  to  increase  domestic  production. 
With  the  curtailment  of  flour  exports  to  Manchuria,  the  principal  market 
for  Japanese  flour,  it  is  probable  that  the  decline  in  wheat  imports 
will  continue,  although  some  high-grade  wheat  for  mixing  purposes  will 
be  brought  in  from  overseas.    Flour  exports,  which  have  been  approximately 
equivalent  to  wheat  imports,  have  fallen  off  materially.     It  seems  un- 
likely that  they  will  regain  their  former  level,   since  the  Japanese  policy 
appears  to  be  directed  toward  developing  a  flour  industry  in  Manchuria 
in  preference  to  protecting  exports  of  flour  that  are  dependent  to  a 
large  extent  upon  imports  of  foreign  wheat.     During  the  present  season 
there  may  be  an  increase  in  flour  exports  to  North  China. 

Canadian  f  eed-gr aln  supply 

The  total  1937  production  of  feed  grains  is  estimated  at  8,670,000 
short  tons,  it  is  reported  by  the  Dominion  Bureau  of  Statistics  at  Ottawa. 
This  is  14  percent  larger  than  the  small  outturn  of  7,637,000  tons  in 
193b,  but  is  a  little  more  than  4  percent  smaller  than  the  average  produc- 
tion of  1931-1935.    Most  of  the  increase  over  last  year  took  place  in  the 
Provinces  of  Manitoba  and  Alberta.     In  Saskatchewan,  feed  production  was 
drastically  reduced  and  was  much  below  the  small  output  of  1935.     The  to- 
tal oat  crop  is  more  than  10,000,000  bushels  larger  than  the  288,764,000 
bushels  produced  last  year,  and  there  is  an  increase  of  almost  16,000,000 
bushels  in  barley  production.     The  total  rye  crop  is  41  -percent  larger 
than  that  of  last  year.     The  corn  crop,  nearly  all  of  which  is  produced 
in  the  Province  of  Ontario,  is  only  slightly  greater  than  the  harvest  of 
1936. 
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Stocks  of  oats,  barley,  and  rye  in  Canada  on  July  31,  1937,  totaled 
427,000  short  tons,  or  42  percent  more  than  was  reported  on  the  correspond- 
ing date  of  1936.     The  total  supply  of  feed  grains  for  1937-38  amounts 
therefore  to  9,097,000  short  tons,   a  gain  of  5  percent  over  the  preceding1 
year.     Since  there  also  has  been  a  reduction  in  the  grain- consuming  animal 
units  on  farms,  feed-grain  supplies  per  unit  are  estimated  at  0.70  ton  com- 
pared with  0.6-1  ton  in  1935. 

OILS  AND  OILSEEDS 

Manchurian  soybean  crop  above  last  year 

The  Manchurian  1937  soybean  harvest,  based  on  present  indications, 
will  equal  appro  ximat ely  157,000,000  bushels,  according  to  a  radiogram  re- 
ceived from  J.  Barnard  Gibbs,  assistant  agricultural  commissioner  in  the 
Shanghai  office  of  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics.     This  harvest 
compares  with  152,000,000  bushels  for  the  1936  crop  and  165.000,000  for 
the  10-year  average,  1927-1936.    Recent  heavy  rains  and  floods  in  some 
sections  of  Manchuria  have  damaged  the  crop  and  the  present  estimate  is 
somewhat  lower  than  earlier  expectations.     The  carry-over  of  commercial 
soybeans  in  Manchuria  on  September  30  this  year  was  estimated  at  approxi- 
mately 12,000,000  bushels  compared  with  2,000,000  bushels  for  the  same 
date  a  year  earlier.     Indications  are  that  the  total  supply  of  Manchurian 
soybeans  available  for  export  during  the  1937-38  crop  year,  October  to 
September,  will  be  about  10  percent  above  that  of  the  1935-37  season. 

Total  exports  of  Manchurian  soybeans,  bean  cake,  and  bean  oil  from 
October  to  August,  1936-37,  amounted  to  3,073,000  short  tons  compared  with 
3,050,000  tons  for  the  corresponding  period  in  1935-36.     Slightly  over  50 
percent  of  the  Manchurian  soybean  exports  were  shipped  to  Europe,  largely 
to  Germany.     Japan,  the  leading  market  for  bean  cake,  purchased  about  80 
percent  of  the  exports  during  the  1936-37  season.     Europe  is  the  principal 
market  for  bean-oil  exports.     The  United  States  imports  a  small  quantity 
of  bean  cake  and  meal  and  bean  oil  from  Manchuria.

Larger  production  of  lemon  byproducts  expected  in  Italy 

Production  of  lemon  oil,  citrate  of  lime, " and  lemon  juice  will 
probably  I c  much  larger  in  Italy  during  1937-38  than  last  year,  according 
to  a  report  from  W.  Everett  Scotten,  vice  consul  at  Palermo.    A  large 
crop  of  winter  lemons  is  expected,  and  supplies  remaining  from  the  summer 
cr6p  are  large.    Other  factors  which  will  contribute  to  the  increased 
manufacture' of  derivatives  are  the  unfavorable  demand  for  Italian  lemons 
and  the  shortage  cf  cit,:.ic  acid  in  Italy.    Production  of  mandarin  and 
bergamot  oil  is  also  errpected  to  be  heavier  than  last  year  due  to  larger 
crops.    Production  of  orange  oil ' will  probably  be  smaller  this  season  be- 
cause of  the  expected'  small  orange  crop  and  the  poor  demand  for  orange

LIVESTOCK , .  I.iEATS ,  AND  WOOL 
Larger  August  cattle  movement  raises  total  foreign  beef  imports 


Total  United  States  imports  of  beef  in  all  forms  on  a  dressed- 
weight  basis  for  the  period  January- August  1937  were  .  2  .percent-  larger 
than  the  corresponding  19'36  imports .     The  advance  over '  last  year  resulted 
from  considerably  larger  imports  of  live  cattle  and  calves  in  August  1937 
than  in  August  1936.    During  the  first  7  months  of ' the  year,  total  beef 
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imports  on  a  are  ssed-we ight  "bas is  we're  3  percent  smaller  than  in  1936.  Through- 
out 1937,  imports'  of.' beef  in  forms  other  than  live,  cattle  have  been  smaller  than 
the  1936  imports. 

The  low-'duty  quota  for  cattle"  weighing  700  pounds  or  more  was  filled  by 
the  middle,  of  August , .  and  the  low-duty  quota  for  calves  was  filled  by  June  19. 
A  considerable  "share  of  the  imports  of  cattle  during  August,  therefore,  paid 
full-duty  rates.     Domestic  inspected  cattle  slaughter  also  increased  in  August, 
with  the  result  that  the  relation  of  imports  to  domestic  supplies  for  the  8-month 
period  of  1937  remained  the  same  as  that  of  the  first  7  months.    Domestic  cattle 
prices  continued  to  advance  during  August  1937  in  spite  of  the  increased  imports. 
For  the  first  8  months  of  1937  the  average  farm  price  of  beef  cattle  was  16  per- 
cent higher  than  the  1936:  average,.

United  States  imports  of  pork  continue  to  increase 

United  States  imports  of  pork  during  the  first  8  months  of  1937  continued 
to  exceed  exports,    Domestic  production,  as  measured  by  federally  inspected 
slaughter,  has  declined  noticeably  during  the  past  2  years  so  that  imports  during 
the  January-August  period  of  1937  represent  2  percent  of  inspected  slaughter  com- 
pared with  0.3  percent  in  1935.  Although  exports  of  pork  have  declined,  net 
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imports  of  pork  form  a  negligible  part  of  total  market  supplies  in  the 
United  States,  amounting  to  only  0.3  percent  of  inspected,  and  consider- 
able less  of  total,  domestic  slaughter.

Agricultural  export  indexes  rise  in  August 

The  larger  crops  of  1937  were  reflected  in  a  rise  during  August  of 
seasonally  adjusted  indexes  of  United  States  exports  of  all  groups  of  ag- 
ricultural commodities  except  pork  and  lard.     The  index  for  grains  and 
grain  products  stood  at  almost  twice  its  July  level.    Wheat  was  up  almost 
50  percent  and  the  index  of  all  commodities  rose  51  percent  from  a  level 
of  37  ln  July  to  56  in  August. 

The  indexes  for  cured  pork  and  lard  exports  were  lower  in  August 
than  in  July  because  of  the  continuing  effect  of  the  1936  drought  on 
these  products.    There  usually  is  a  lag  of  about  a  year  between  the  ap- 
pearance of  a  good  corn'  crop  and  its  reflection  in  increased  lard  and 
pork  supplies.    Hence,  supplies  of  pork  and  lard  for  export  may  be  ex- 
pected to  continue  small  until  some  time  next  year. 

The  index  of  cotton  exports  stood  at  66  compared  with       j_n  July 
and  51  in  .August  last  year.     The  rise  is  probably  not  of  great  signifi- 
cance since  United  States  cotton  is  moving  in  only  small  volume  at  this 
season.     It  may  be  mentioned,  however,  that  exports  to  Japan  were  con- 
siderably lower  than  during  August  1936  while  those  to  Germany  and  Italy 
were  greatly  increased.  ' 

The  indexes  of  exports  of  wheat  and  other  grains  and  grain  prod- 
ucts were  about  four  times  as  high  during  August  1937  as  during  August 
1936.    This  increase  indicates  a  recovery  from  the  accumulated  shortage 
of  grains  following  the  droughts  of  193^  and  1936.

Agricultural  expo rts  and  imports  during  July  and  August 

For  the  first  2  months  (July  and  August)  of  the  current  fiscal  year, 
agricultural  exports  were  l6  percent  larger  than  during  the  corresponding  months 
of  1936.     There  were  substantial  increases  over  the  preceding  year  in  the  ex- 
ports of  wheat,  cotton,  lard,  rice,  and  barley,  but  exports  of  leaf  tobacco  and  • 
cured  pork  were  considerably  lower.  •  ■" 

Imports  of  competitive  agricultural  products  were  39  percent  larger  in 
July  and  August  than  in  the  same  months  of  1936.    The  principal  items  showing 
larger  imports  were  cattle,  hides  and  skins,   sausage  casings,  wool,  vegetable 
oils,   sugar,  and  corn.     In  the  case  of  corn,  however,  it  is  important  to  note 
that  imports  in  August  were  substantially  less  than  in  July,  and. trade  reports 
indicate  that  the  decline  continued  during  the  month  of  September.    This  fall- 
ing off  in  corn  imports  is  a  result  of  the  much  larger  United  States  corn  crop 
in  1937. 

Substantial  declines  occurred  during  the  first  2  months  of  the  fiscal 
year,  as  compared  with  the  same  months  last  year,  •  in  the  imports  of  cheese,  ^bran 
shorts,  wheat,  and  barley.    With  respect  to  wheat,  the  foreign  trade  situation 
has  been  completely  reversed,  with  exports  showing  a  marked  rise- and  imports 
falling  off  to  negligible  proportions.    This  again  is  a  reflection  of  the  large  • 
wheat  production  in  the  United  States  in  193 7-
